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Martensiana Meneghini, Microcoleus tenerrimus Gomont and M. Boergesenii (Ga¬ 
rdner) Frfemy. 

Spirulina attenuata which is reported as new to science resembles to Sp. 
Margaritae (Gomont) Fremy, but it differs from, the latter alga in its proportio- 
rlately narrower trichome and in its slightly attenuated end of the trichome. 
Microcoleus tenerrimus Gom,ont and M. Boergesenii (Gardner) Fremy are new 
records for Japan.
